Thank  you  for  taking  the  time  to  look  at  the  cost  estimates.  I understand  your  concern  of 
keeping  the  cost  as  low  as  possible. 

First,  attached  is  the  breakdown  of  the  number  of  signs  and  posts.On  both  Maple  and  Santee, 
from  9th  to  12th,  there  are  six  signs  on  each  side  of  the  street  for  each  block.  There  will  be  a 
total  of  four  No  Oversize  Vehicle  signs.  This  includes  one  at  the  beginning  of  the  block,  one  at 
the  end  of  the  block,  and  two  pointing  outwards  of  the  vending  zone.  The  two  with  outward 
arrows  will  be  on  the  same  post  as  the  vending  zone  signs.  There  will  be  two  “No  Oversize 
Vehicles  - Except  By  Permit”  Signs,  pointing  inwards  to  establish  the  zone.  They  are  both 
generally  long  signs,  so  it  may  be  difficult  to  combine  them  into  one. 

Secondly,  there  are  a couple  of  reasons  why  the  number  of  signs  may  seem  high: 

1)  The  general  rule  is  to  place  the  sign  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  every  block,  and  one  every 
150  feet. 

2)  The  blue  highlighted  area  on  the  map  calls  for  consistent  signage  on  not  only  cross  streets 
going  East-West,  but  also  North-South  blocks  on  Los  Angeles  and  Wall. 

I will  take  a trip  out  to  Santee  and  Maple  to  check  the  current  signage  and  posts,  and  get  back 
to  you  on  the  prospects  of  being  able  to  use  the  existing  posts.  I will  also  talk  to  Michael  Dinh 
about  the  combination  of  signs  he  did  for  Wilshire.  Also,  please  let  me  know  if  your  team  has 
decided  on  the  potential  locations  of  the  vendors.  It  does  not  need  to  be  concrete,  but  an  idea 
would  benefit  me  greatly.
